between now and June 21, as interest 
on. the general state indebtedness, so 
the next salary checks likely will not 
appear until August 1.

Couzens Sees Loss 


in Railroad Loans 


Government Ownership 


May Be Result of Pol- 


icy, He Warns 


WASHINGTON—(/P;—An enormous 


ICES to the treasury or government 
ownership of railroads was predicted 
by Senator Couzens Wednesday as 
the eventual result of the Reconstruc- 
tion Corporation's policy on loans to 
the railroads. 


Criticizing the recent ?12,800,000 ad- 


vance to the Missouri Pacific, approv- 
ed "with some reluctance" by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, Cou- 
zens remarked that 
half the loan 


was to meet taxes and operating ex- 
pense. He said the intent of Congress 
was that loans to the railroads be for 
refinancing or for meeting maturities. 


Couzens, chairman of the Senate In- 


terstate Commerce Committee, said 
thtat the Missouri Pacific for its $12,- 
800,000 loan had a market value of 
only $12,450,000. He said the Recon- 
struction Corporation adopted a reso- 
lution approving the loan before ask- 
ing concent cf the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 


"I have no knowledge of Congress 


having declared a policy of govern- 
ment ownership of the railroads," he 
said, "and yet the loan to the Mis- 
souri Pacific and others that have 
been approved, and others still pend- 
ing, 
clearly indicate to me that if 


loans are continued in the same man- 
ner as they have been in the past, and 
those pending are approved, many of 
these properties will eventually revert 
to the government or the government 
will lose its investment. The govern- 
ment will at least find itself in pos- 
session of the least desirable and least 
profitable railroads." 


He estimated that applications for 


railroad loans before the Reconstruc- 
tion Corpiration total $354,000.000. He 
said that $72,000,000 is in behalf ot 
the Van Swearingen lines. 


"There is also listed among the ap- 


plicants," he said, "several railroads 
that already are in default to the gov- 
ernment for loans made 
under the 


transportation act of 1920." 


Senator Borah, Republican, Idaho, 


complained the other day that half of 
the loan was to "bail out" New York 
banks which had refused to extend in 
lull their loans to the railroads. 


Irvin Eddington Indicted 


by Grand Judy at El 


Dorado 


EL DORADO—Irvin Eddington, fee- 


ble minded hobo, was indicted by the 
Union county grand' jury Wednesday 
on charges of first degree murder for 
the death last Friday of Miss Jackie 
Ruth Youngblood, 19-year-old Magno- 
lia A. and M. college cheer leader, who 
was killed by a passenger train near 
here. The tramp, who confessed that 
he attacked the girl, struck herfover 
the head with a stone and watched 
her fall beneath the wheels of the Mis- 
souri Pacific passenger train, was ar- 
raigned by Circuit Judge L. S. Britt. 
Eddington's trial was set for Wednes- 
day of next week, and three lawyers, 
F. E. Stein, Wayne Jewell and' Clyde 
Spcer were appointed by Judge Britt 
t odefend him. 


The rift between the coroner's office 


and the prosecuting forces over the 
manner of the girl's death increased 
Wednesday. 


Coroner T. E. Barton, who has main- 


tained from the first that the girl 
committed suicide by leaping in front 
of the train, repeated his theory to the 
grand jury, while the signed confes- 
sion of Eddington, secured by Police 
Chief W. W. Cross, was read to the 
jurymen. 


Coroner Barton based his theory of 


suicide on the statements of Fireman 
W. O. Carter and Engineer S. A. Jones, 
both of Gurclon, who said that the 
girl calmly walked onto the tracks and 
lay down while the engine was but a 
fe wear lengths away. Supporters of 
the murder theory stressed the point 
that at the time the engine headlight 
had been turned on, but that it was 
dusk when the beam is of little use 
and vision is poor. 


Prosecuting Attorney Joe 
Joiner 


Wednesday said that Coroner Barton 
never has visited the scene of the fa- 
tality, and that his only invesitgation 
was the examination of the body at 
Smackover, where it was taken by the 
train crew. 


A "surprise" to grand jurymen, inti- 


mated Tuesday by Police Chief Cross, 
was not revealed but the prosecuting 
attorney said that the "surprise" will 
be made public at the trial. 


The Missouri Pacific investigation 


of the accident was concluded Wed- 
nesday, but C. H. Dunoway of Mon- 
rcc, who conducted the hearing, made 
no report for publication. Railroad 
officials said that the report will ba 
made only by higher officials. Rail- 
road officials here said that the hear- 
ings were held only to ascertain if 
members of the train crew were in 
any way at fault in connection with 
Miss Youngblood's death. Testimony 
exonerates the trainmen, it was re- 
ported unofficially.

Texas Convict Dies 


of Skull Fracture 


Physicians Say Prisoner Is 


Victim of Fracture 


at Farm 


HOUSTON, Texas.-(/P)—A postmor- 


tem examination over the body of A. 
D. Swor, convict at Eastham state 
prison farm, was held here Tuesdny 
by three physicians after the prison- 
er's widow had obtained the transfer 
of the body here from Huntsville. 


Dr. R. C. Patrick, one of the phys- 


icians, said the examination disclosed 
Swor had died of a fractured skull, a 
finding similar to that made previous- 
ly by prison medical authorities. 


"There was no way to determine, 


of course, what caused the 
injury," 


Dr. Patrick said. 


General Manager Lee Simmons of 


the prison system, stated shortly after 
Swor's death his investigation result- 
ed in the conclusion Swor had fallen 
in such a manner that his head struck 
the cement floor at 
Eastham 
s'.ate 


farm, 


Swor had been given 13 lashes, three 


days before his death, for refusal to 
wcrk, but prison physicians who ex- 
amined him said there was no indica- 
tion the whipping injured him, or had 
anything to do with his death, which 
was caused, they said, by the head in- 
jury.

ftl«l8 ROdK-When the farmers 
of Arkansas learn to determine the 
east of producing their «fop», regard 
cotton as the source 
of cash with 


which to pay taxes, educate their chll* 
dren and purchase necessities they 
cannot produce themselves, and turn 
to poultry, livestock and the garden 
for their actual living, Arkansas agri- 
culture will be on a sound footing, In 
the opinion of members of the Agri- 
cultural Committee of the Arkansas 
Industries Association, which met here 
Tuesday, In the absence of Elgan C. 
Robertson of Marianne, chairman, E. 
J. Hodman of Little Rock presided. 


Throughout the discussion, partici- 


pated In by O. L. Gregory of Rogers, 
W. M. Graham of Warren, George 
Pratt of Little Rock, Earl Page, state 
commissioner of agriculture and oth- 
ers, the necessity for" producing the 
family living from the farm itself was 
stressed. At the suggestion of mem- 
bers of the committee a local seed 
house submitted details concerning 
.the quantities and varieties of gard- 
en seed necessary to support a family 
of five and the committee was assur- 
ed that the house is prepared to of- 
fer an ideal assortment in separate 
packages, packed In a single containe

Necessity for the inclusion of live- 


stock In any well rounded farm pro- 
gram was bruoght out by Reeves 
Rortch of Scott, who explained a pro- 
ject to be undertaken by Arkansas 
business men with a view to building 
up the state's hog industry. They have 
former a company which proposes to 
purchase brood sows, and place them 
with selected farmers, who would re- 
ceive one-half of the litters, after 
which they would be in position to 
continue hog raising independently. 


Mr. Gregory said that, operating in- 


dividually in the vicinity 
of Rogers 


during the last year he had placed 
sows with farmers on the same basis 
with the result that both he and the 
farmers had profited 
while, at the 


same time, farms 
which theretofore 


had been without 
hogs now have 
them. 


Mr. Page was of the opinion that 


the proposal was sound inasmuch as 
it would assist farmers who now are 
not doing so to produce their own 
pork. It was said that a packing house 
in .iLttle Rock is prepared to purchase 
thousands of Arkansas hogs annually, 
thus providing a ready market for 
farmers who raised the animals on a 
small scale. At present, live hogs _ 
being brought to 
Little Rock fo 


slaughter from Oklahoma, Missour 
and Kansas. 


Cotton, according to the consensu 


of opinion, is being forced to bear too 
much of the farm load. The committee 
believes that it should be regarded a 
the cash crop and should not be de- 
pended upon for necessities other than 
those which require an outlay of ao. 
tual cash. It was brought out tha 
when farmers sought loans last year 
from the federal seed, feed, fertilizer 
and agricultural rehabilitation fund 
with which to operate during 1931, the 
majority of the smaller cotton farm- 
ers required comparatively small sum 
Thousands of the loans ranged be- 
tween JlOO and $250 and the only con- 
clusion to be reached was that they 
had lacked just that much of break, 
ing even. 


Heretofore they had produced little 


or no.food but has purchased it from 
the proceeds from their cotton. If this 
was correct, and there was no reason 
to believe it otherwise, the only thing 
that stood between such a farmer at 
least breaking even was the cost of his 
food, it wa? said, If the average small 
farmer will feed himself 
from his 


place, maintaining a garden, poultry, 
a few hogs and a cow, he will more 
quickly get out of debt, and once free 
of obligations, will be virtually inde- 
pendent, committee members agreed. 
In the case of the sharecropper such 
a course, the committee believes, i"- 
volves his economic salvation. The 
plight of the sharecropper is one o 
the principal problems of Arkansa 
agriculture to be solved and if he can 
be made independent the agriculture 
situation thereafter 
would 
presen 


few difficulties. 


The committee was keenly interest 


ed in marketing. Mr. Graham report- 
ed that the people of Bradley county 
are giving intensive thought to this 
phase of agriculture and that plans 
being discussed there contemplate the 
packing or canning of surplus com- 
modities and a cold storage plant to 
care for poultry, eggs and meats. 
Bradley county farmers, he said, hope 
to be in position 
to hold off the 


market their agricultural and live- 
stock products when prices are down, 
and to distribute them in the local 
markets at every opportunity.

ed of 100 cents in 1923. This has be- 
come the "standard" dollar. 


On the 1923 base of 100 cents, today's 


dollar buys $1.33 worth of food, as 
against 93 cents worth in 1929, 71 cents 
worth in 1920 and $1.49 worth in the 
pre-war days of 1914. 


Housing, clothing, fuel and light 


sundries—which are also included in 
the Industrial Conference Board's 
"cost of living" statistics—have also 
changer greatly in price, as shown by 
the accompanying chart. 


It is shown that while the dollar's 


buying power has increased greatly 
since 1929 and is far greater now than 
it was during the high-price era of 
1920, it still falls far short of a return 
to the pre-war level. 


Some interesting comparisons may 


be drawn. For example: If a man had 
deposited $161 in the bank in July, 
1914, and left it there, it would have 
been worth only 584 in merchandise 
in 1920, 5100 in 1929 and #Si.j today. 
This does not consider interest earn- 
ing. 


The relative value of the annual re- 


turn from a fixed investment is an- 
other angle for comparison. Take the 
man who owned $20,000 worth of 5 
per cent bonds and enjoyed an incme 
of $1000 therefrom in 1929. The same 
income would have yielded him, in 
retail buying power, $1610 in JS14, $840 
in 1920 and $1250 today.
